I Suppofe the Importunate Author is fa- 


Keeping the Peace and that there 
is no plainer Maxim in our Conftitution, 


- than 7bat when the Civil Power is overborn 


by Tumult, Riot, and Rabble, the Military 
Power is call’d to it’s Affiftance; or in 
fhort, 7h2: when the Civil Power cannot keep 
the Peace, the Military Power mufi , and I 
wonder at the Blindnefs cf queftioning this 
Truth. 

I proceeded in the laft Paper, to Draw 
Motives from the State of Military Affairs 
Abroad, to perfwade us to Regulate our 
Civil Affairs at dome, left a Military Force 
from Abroad, fhould pretend to bring us ta 
Peace, that has neither Right to doit, nor 
can Expeét it, but-by our own Unhappinef- 
fes among our felves. 

As in our Conftitution; there is a 
Conjunction of Power for the Confervation 
of the Publick Peace, fo the Matter I am 
intent upon, is to perfwade all Partiestoa 
Conjunétion of Tempers, to the Conferva- 
tion of a Peace of Charity and Society a- 
mong our felves- 


tisfy’d about the Military Right of 


’Tis a fad’ning Melancholy Refleion to 
Confider what Trifles they are, which, we 
fall out about, for what Ridiculous Nice- 
ties we Contend, and for what unaccountae 
bly wicked Defigns the Enemies of our 
Peace ftrive to fix the Enmity, and Infufe 
Notions of Differences more than really are, 
and of Defigns on either fide, more than 
ever came in the Thoughts of the Parties 
of either fide to imagine. ag Ay 

Whoever he be, that can Unravel thefe 
Tangl’d Skeins of Diffention, and give the 


Contending Parties True Notions of .one. 


another, that there might be no more. Dif- 


ference among us, than there really #, would 


do a very good piece of Service to his Cour- 
try, and Difcharge the part of a Faithful 
Monitor to this Age, and to Pofterity. 

In order to this, I have, befides the fre- 
quent Exhortations to Peace,: enter’d into 
the real Miftakes that now obftruét our U- 
nion, the Chief of which.are two.' ._ 

1. The High-Church Party cry out, That 
the Whigs, as they call them, are going to 
pull down the Churca. 
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3. The Whigs return at the other, that 
they are Deligning to pull. down the Tolle 
ration. “ 

Now if I can prove by Invincible Argu- 
ments, that neither of thefe are in danger, 
it muft be a Confequence, that the twogreat 
Occafions of our Strife, are really Fiétiti- 
gus, meer Vapours of the Brain, Shooing- 
Horns to Parties, Bones of Contention, and 
Introduétions of Strife, Improv’d by the Paf- 
fion of Parties, to blow up the Fire of Fa- 
&ion, and widen the Nations Breaches. 

I have already told you, That there can 
be no Danger of the Church from the Diffen- 
ters. 

1. Becaufe they are perfeétly Eafe, and 
the Church has granted all they can De- 
mand, or Defire. 

2. Becaufe their Intereft Depends upon 
the Churches Safety. 

3+ Becaufe they are not able to Eftablifh 
themfelves without them. 

And I prove that the Church can have no 
reafonable Fears from them, even for the 
fame Reafons. 

And if this were not fo, can we fuppofe, 
the Queen, the Bifhops, the Beft and Wifeft 
of the Clergy, the Houfe of Lords, and the 
Greateft of the Nobility, fhould now in 
Conjunfion with the Diffenters, Joyn in 
Moderate Councils, in order.to Union. 

TI am loth to Enter into the Charaéters of 
the People Stickling for Parties,and the Men 
of Fire on either fide ; Numerous Irregulari- 
ties betray the Folly and Wickednef: of their 
Defigns, and their Declaring againft Mode- 
ratéon, and Lampooning it, as a Mask of 
Mifchievous Defigns, Difcovers the real De- 
fperation of their own. 

We have an Unknown Author, who writes 
very ftrenuoufly for Moderation, by a ge- 
eral Expofing what Il] Men do to frighten 
the Madaefs of the Age ; the Defign, with- 
out doubt, is good; but Task his Pardon, to 
give him this Caution, Thatthe Extream of 
Permitting ail things to go Unobferv’d, and 
without Animadverfion, will deferve tobe 
call’d Immoderate Moderation, and ceafe to 
merit its own Name, 

By Moderatjoa, we naderftand Omittin 
aft manner of Juft Cenfure on Wicked an 
Deficuttive Proceeding ; and chat we muft 
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not {peak the Truth, leaft we break the Ca 


of the Nation, this will be the Curfe of the — 
Watchman, in the Prophet Ezekiel upon us, — 


and the Blood of our Country will be requir’d 
at ourband. If I fee a Man, or a Party of 
Men profecuting the Ruine of their Native — 
Country, and Introducing Innumerable Mif- 


chiefs-upon our Pofterity. If I fee a Man, © 


opening the Door ef Deftruétion to the Pub- 
lick, and fetting Fire to his Neighbour’s 
Houfe, and fhall hold my Peace, becaufe I’ 
avoid Heat and Feuds, this finful Silence, 
would in its kind, be as Criminal as the 
thing it fel’, and fix all the fatal Confequen- 
cesot the Enemies Defigns upon me. 

The Diftin&ion is therefore plain, Ler 
your Moderation be known unto all, fays the 
Text; yet in another place, Contend Fare. 
neftiy for the Faith. So in our Cafe we may 
Contend Earneftly for Truth and Liberty, 
= yet Jer our Moderation be known unto 
4 


In the Middle therefore of thefe Ex- 
treams, give me leave to obferve to hima 
Rule how we fhall Diftinguith between real 
and pretended Moderation, and avoid the 
Cenfure of Immoderate_Obfervers. 

1. He that being poffefe'd: of a Legal B- 
ftablifhment for his Conicience, and his Pro- 
perty, is not content wit! :hat Condition, 
but in order to Exrend !is Advantages, 
feeks to SupprefS or Opprefs others, is certs 
tainly an Enemy to Moderation. 

2. He thac beirg fenfible of the reafonatde 
Extent of the Privileges he Enjoys, a@s 
wholly upon the Defenive, and Ccvets no 
more than the keeping things in the fame 
Legal Pofture, and which he has a Right to 5 
this a Man of Moderation. 

Thefe two Inftances reach our prefent 
Cafe, and here will come in the two Parties, 
The Differiver#@ive fully Content with their Con- 
dition, Thankful for the Liberty they Enjoy, 
and the Deliverance they have from the I+ 
fults of their Enemies ; they are Content, 
and only Defire that it fhall not be alter’d, 
and that they fhall not again be left Naked 
to the Oppreffions and Perfecution of the 
High Unfatisfy’d Party 3 This is Moderation, 
The Low Churchmen, feeing the Danger and 
Mifchief of Unneceffary and Unnataral 
Feuds, and the Neceffity of Healiag Prine 
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ciples, freely Confent, that the Diffenters 
-fhould be kept eafie, that Toleration fhould 
be Maintain’d, that Perfecution fhould be 
 Renounc’d, that the Laws fhould be Main- 
_ tain’d, and Peace be propagated, this.is Mo- 
 deration. ; 
The High Church menare Enrag’d, that 
the Diffenters are Setled and Tolerated by 
Law, Abufe them in an Intolerable and Un. 
_ reafonable Manner, Reproach them with 
_ Crimes they never committed, Charge them 
_ with Defigns they never fo much as thought 
_ of, and which they muft be ftark Mad if 
_ ever they Entertain’d any hopes of, and 
_ which muft be their Ruine if ever brought 
to pals, viz. Pulling down the Church. 
Fhey fhow the Extreameft Difguft at the 
_ Low Churchmen, for not Agreeing with 
them in thefe Exceffes, Damn the Toleration, 
- Eampoon the Bifbops, Reproach the Queen, 
and Banter the whole Government , and all 
_ this in order to open a Breach between the 
Church and the Diffeatars, to bring us to 
Perfecution-Principles, to Breach of Cha- 
rity, and to Tearing one auothér to Pieces 
again. 
eThis is the Charaéter of the prefent Ene- 
mies to Moderation, and to let this go with- 
- ut Animadverfion, I think would be Immo- 
derate Folly. 
Iam Exceedingly Oblig'd inthis Caf to 
an Unknown Gentlemen, that ia my profe- 
 -cuting this Subje&t, recommended me to a 
Sermon Preach’d on this very Article of 
Peace, and the Clamour of the Church, by 
the Reverend Mr. Kwmagg’s Ledturer, of 
St. Giles’s in the Fields. 

This Gentleman Mov’d, as every Confi-
